Ralph Woods of Troy Is to 
Coach the Candidates for 
College Team for First 
Time This Year 


EIGHT VETERANS 


HANOVER, N. H.—Practise for the 
Dartmouth varsity baseball candidates 
starts in the new gymnasium this week 
and will be in charge of Ralph Woods 
of Troy, N. Y., who will coach the 
team this year for the first time. He 
succeeds J. T. Keady who is now at 
Lehigh University. 

Eight members of last year’s varsity 
nine are now in college and will all be 
candidates for the‘team this year. These 
men are Capt. E. J. Daley ‘12, right 
field; J. A. Steen °12, catcher; L. F. 
Eckstrom, °13, and D. B. Morey ‘13, 
pitchers; R. L. Bennett °13, first base; 
J. P. Donahue °13, second base; C. E. 
Rollins ’12, third base, and B. A. Hobin 
"12, center field. Last season’s short 
stop and left fielder were the only 
members of the team lost by graduation. 

Besides the above-mentioned members 
of former Dartmou li teams there are 
this year several of last year’s substi- 
tutes available, among whom the most 
promising are F. A. Alden °13, who al- 
ternated with Steen behind the bat; F. 
P, Kennedy ’12, who substituted at short 


— stop, and E. T. Twitchell ’13, who some- 


times took Capt. Emerson’s place in 
left field last year. Then there is B. 
Spillane °13, who caught for two sea- 
sons for Holy Cross, who is eligible this 
year, along with a wealth of promising 
material in last year’s freshman nine. 
The positions of all the veterans look 
fairly secure, although Willard, the 1914 
pitcher, may win first call for pitcher’s 
position. It is also possible that Fehay, 
another-member of the 1914 delegation, 
may beat out Rollins at third, in which 
case Rollins may be moved to short. Left 
field is anybody’s race, with the odds on 
Twitchell, because of his experience and 
knowledge of the game.

sylvania State and Lafayette all the 
teams played last season will again be 
on the list, with the addition of Yale.

The Hohenzollern regime might be de- 
scribed as an oligarchy of bayonets, and 
between this oligarchy and the oligarchy 
the Vatican, there is, at root, not 
much love lost. Bismarck had his strug- 
gie with the Clericals. Prince Buelow 
eventually flung in his lot with the Na- 
tional Liberals against them, because he 
dreaded the appearance of what might 
be described as a Red bloc. The Right 
turned against him and he fell, but he 
warned his critics that they would meet 
him at Philippi, and Philippi was achieved 
on the day that Cologne fell. The im- 
mediate struggle will largely be directed 
to a redistribution of the present elec- 
toral areas. If this could be brought 
about the Centre would probably receive 
a really severe blow in the elections 
which would follow. Whether, however, 
the fear of socialism will not prove too 
great for the other groups of the Left, 
particularly for the National Liberals, 
remains to be seen. It is, therefore, by 
no means certain that the present Reich- 
stag will witness any sudden or funda- 
mental changes.

IMPROVEMENTS 
ON GRAND TRUNK 


The Grand Trunk Pacific railway has 
decided to enlarge its Fort William ele- 
vators at a cost of $500,000. Construc- 
tion is to be started at once and should 
be finished by Aug. 15. There will be 
built altogether 116 bins, giving an 
extra capacity of 2,532,500 bushels of 
grain and bringing the total up to 6,000,- 
000 bushels, which will make them the 
largest elevators in the world. 

A contract for 25 locomotives has just 
been clésed by Grand Trunk Pacific with 
the Canadian Locomotive Company for 
delivery next May. These locomotives 
will be the so-called simple consolida- 
tion type, with 38,54l-pound tractive 
power.

It 
has already let contracts for 3500 cars.

Establishment of Cooperative 
Packing House Expected 
to Effect Larger Sales and 
Profits to Individuals 


TO HELP SHIPPING 


Porto Rican fruit ,-has for some time 
been considered of exceptional quality, 
but the recent establishment of a pack- 
ing house at Bayamon, nine miles from 
San Juan, and conducted on the cooper- 
ative plan, promises further improve- 
ment in directions that have to do with 
both larger sales and more profit to indi- 
vidual growers. 

The Bayamon Packing House Associ4- 
tion is the result of a movement which 
began last summer and culminated in 
the opening of the plant on Jan. 27 when 
Porto Ricans in that vicinity celebrated 
the event with the Governor and other 
high officials and many fruit growe:s 
present. The feeling was strong that a 
new era had begun in the island in 
respect to fruit growing amd export, ani 
that where California had won its re- 
nown tor excellent fruits through the co- 
operative method, Porto Rico had every 
opportunity to do likewise. 

Efforts are now making to work out 
several community brands, which will 
indicate the different grades of fruit aa 
sorted and shipped. Fruit from all the 
plantations together will be sorted wit! 
relation to quality and and 
take the brand of the association, not «f 
individuals. It has been arranged that. 
for the present, whatever may be earn 
over 10 per cent will be rebated to the 
growers as a method of reducing cost of 
packing. In this the cooperative 
principle will be maintained througho.. 

With the packing house 
special efforts will now be made to facili 
tate shipping. A spur track leading from 
the American railroad is expected to put 
Bayamon in touch with San Juan in 
another year, while for the present thie 
fruit is trucked to Catano, about six 
miles from the establishment, and from 
Catana the boxes are either ferried across 
to the San Juan docks or, iif fruit 
steamer is in readiness, the shipment is 
taken in lighters direct to the steamer. 
The Porto Rican Fruit Exchange. New 
York city looks after Bavamon 
Packing House Association interests in 
the United States 

H. W. Dawes‘of this city, president of 
the Cerro Gordo Fruit Company, 
the companies included in the packing 
house enterprise, says regarding the new 
move: 

“Although all fruit growing communi- 
ties in the United States have their dis- 
trict packing houses for fruit, this com 
munity packing house is the first of its 
kind to be constructed. in Port» 

“The house is equipped with the 
complete and modern system for handling 
and packing fruit at the greatest econ- 
omy of time and labor. The fruit from 
all the neighboring groves will be hap- 
died and it that 100,000 
boxes will be shipped from the packing 
house this year. The opening of this 
house marks a long step forward in the 
history of fruit raising in Porto Rico.”

Trade Is of Liberal Volume According to Reports and 
Strength of the Market Continues — Leather Situa- 


ti... _ zd to Analyze 


Despite the fact that buyers are few 
in number and the district presents a 
quiet aspect the shoe business is better 
than appearances might indicate. The 
manufacturing plants are the true indi- 
cators of the situation and it is learned 


that as a whole they are busy, with a 
few exceptions. Although some are more 
active than others and eomparisons be- 
tween the different sections show a 


marked difference in this regurd it by no 


means reflects against one location or in 
favor of some other manufacturing cen- 
ter, as the requirements of an approach- 
ing season are a feature which governs 
the conditions more than any personal 
effort can possibly do. 

Reports from the trade in general are 
of a character which show a liberal vol- 
ume of business going through the works. 
In many instances manufacturers of 
summer footwear stated that new orders 


‘for early delivery were being declined 


when shipping dates did not allow suffi- 
sient time in which to complete the con- 
tracts. ; 

The strength of the market which the 
buyers found when here in January has 
not abated. On the contrary, it has be- 
some stronger, no lines being excepted, 
and a conservative survey of the situa- 
tion gives an appearance of a further 
advance. This will apply even to grades 
which have suffered by Jack of business 
on account of the high values. It was 
stated that factory inactivity would have 
no influence upon the manufacturers to 
lower the terms which now prevail. 

Men’s high grade shoes continue to be 
in good demand. New business has fallen 
off since the month began, but there is 
sufficient in reserve to keep the factories 
busy during any ordinary dull spell. 
Already. ideas are being formulated and 
assembled for the fall trade and several 
changes are noticed. Extremes in. the 
swing of the lasts, modified toes and 
lower heels with a broader tread will be 
prominent in up-to-date styles. 

Factories specializing imitations of the 
high-priced lines are running largely 
upon orders given for future shipment. 
Mail orders are fairly good, but average 
below the producing capacity. However, 
the season for future contracting is 


young yet and a large business can 


safely be“reckoned upon before the warm 
season sets in. 

Manufacturers of chrome side leather 
shoes are particularly affected by leather 
conditions and while sorhe of the plants 
are having a good run of trade the situa- 
tion in general is mediocre. As a matter 
of fact there are no fall orders placed 
yet. Those now coming in are of a sizing- 
up nature and are not farge enough to 
keep a full force of help busy. There is 
nothing in the stock market which would 
give the shoe buyers the remotest hope 
for lower prices, and information from 
tanners would give an impression that 
higher values were sure to follow in the 
wake of the usual fall contracting. 

Boys’ and youths’ footwear seems to be 
extremely sensitive regarding the leather 
market and few of these factories are 
operating over half of their forces. 

Makers of the cheaper grades of work- 
ingmen’s shoes, such as kangaroo, satin 
and split are having a fair run of busi- 
ness, the demand for the quality being 
accelerated by the firm attitude of deal- 
ers in the better lines, and substituting is 
taking place as far as good judgment will 
permit. 

Men’s slippers are now receiving the 
annual notice of the trade and orders for 
fall delivery are engaging the attention 
of both sellers and buyers. 

Sample orders for warm goods are 
about all delivered and manufacturers 
are expecting early and liberal responses. 
This branch of the shoe trade should 
have a record business if reports bear 
‘any resemblance to the true state of 
things. . 

Manufacturers of ladies’ and misses’ 
footwear are in better shape than those 
of any other branch of the business. Es- 
pecially is this true of those making 
medium grades. It is a fact well known 
that the majority possess reserve orders 
sufficient to keep the factories running 
for two months and such are disinclined 
to accept orders Which require early 
shipment. 

Samples for next year are being dis- 
cussed but this has not progressed far 
enough to get a line on what will be 
offered. 

Prices are unchanged on staples and 
goods made from fabrics, but calf, gun 
metal and fancy leather shoes are held 
at an advance with much firmness. 

Children’s and infants” shoes are in 

demand, the factories being forced 
to satisfy the trade. A fairly good re- 
serve order list is claimed, which, 
coupled with two spring months that 
are always productive of business more 
or jess of a hurried character, places 
this department of the shoe trade upon 
a promising basis, and will carry the 
factories through several months to 


come. : . 
Nothing was said about prices, so it is 
fair to’ presume that they have not 
changed much if any. © 
Thie leather situation is difficult to 
analyze with any surety of getting nea, 
actual condition of affairs. 


to needs. The conspicuous variation of 
the different purchases is regulated ny 
the amounts required to satisfy existing 
wants and in no sense ¢an be attributed 
to buying against prospective business. 

The sole leather market was busy the 
past week, an improvement over the cwo 
previous weeks having been reported, ani 
this in the face of as strong a market us 
the trade has yet seen. Hemlock so!'e 
was very active. Sales were numer- 
ous and the lots averaged larger than 
heretofore. The orders called for more 
than the receipts, and drew upon thie 
warehouse stocks to some extent. Cable 
orders were larger than for some time 
and in volume run from 1000 to 10,000 
sides each. Foreign shipping has resumed 
its normality. 

Oak and union backs were sold quite 

freely and at top-prices. Union leather 
in lots from 5000 to 10,000 backs make 
an aggregate of large proportions and 
show an element of activity which will 
prove beneficial. 
There appears to be a quiet tone in the 
calfskin market, with the exception of a 
brisk demand for mat and colored stock. 
While shoe orders have begun to come 
in the tide is not sufficiently high to 
make itself felt in the stock market. 

Side upper leather trading is light and 
may remain so until shoe buyers place 
their orders. As advanced prices have 
checked this branch of the shoe business, 
the effect is reflected back into the stock 
market and a fair business is all that 
can be said about it. 

Chrome finishes are now well estab- 
lished, and while there is some call for 
bark tanned side leather, the principal 
demand is for the soft finished chrome. 

Orders for splits have not been very 
plentiful of late. In fact the past week 
was rather dull in that regard. Prices 
do not waver under this condition, as 
the stocks are small and an accumula- 
tion is not likely to occur. 

Patent calf is holding to a good de- 
mand, new orders taking the place of 
completed contracts. Patent kid is also 
finding a fair business, this season being 
the one when patent kid is much called 
for. 

Patent side leather has had some busi- 
ness, but the month’s trading does not 
compare favorably with two years ago. 

Glazed kid has not yet worked its 
way into an active condition, notwith- 
standing the efforts put forth to awaken 
its former prestige. However, there is 
a steady movement toward an improve- 
ment and many believe that it must in 
time resume its rightful position as the 
most desirable light weight shoe upper 
ever on the market. The foreign trade 
is taking liberal lots of this stock, also 
patent leather of all varieties.

and discounts. In the large cities, where 
the assembling of the directors may 
cause considerable inconvenience. the 
examiners have been authorized to use 
their discretion in enforcing the new 
order unless some condition is found in 
the bank deserving criticism. 

Carrying out the spirit of this regula- 
tion, the controller advised about 500 
banks, located in various parts of the 
country, that their course in recently 
electing as a majority of their boards 
directors who are not residents of the 
places where the banks are located was 
“objectionable.” 

“The directors,” he said, “are not con- 
veniently available for monthly board 
meetings; they cannot meet to pass on 
all paper purchased or discounted; they 
cannot be readily convened should urgent 
necessity arise, and they cannot meet 
the national bank examiner when the 
bank is examined.”

Western Critic Declares Men 
Are Afraid of Giving Too 
Much and Getting Too Lit- 
tle for Their Efforts 


EARTH, .PRODUCTIVE 


KANSAS CITY—In an_ interesting 
analysis of the business situation and 
the underlying causes for the depression 
L. J. Mason, who has made a close study 
of conditions, says: 

“There has been a general belief that 
we are having a business <depression— 
that we are having hard times. Trade 
letters are issued by the financial agen- 
cies and banks dealing with effects, but 
let us enter into an analysis to see if 
we can find a cause for a stoppage in 
business. That. there is no physical 
cause I believe all must admit. While 
there was some shortage in crops Jast 


season, there is. plenty of foodstuff for F 


both man and beast. The earth is not on 
a strike. It holds within itself all the 
material wealth that mankind needs or 
desires, and it is ready to yield up its 
treasures and pay large dividends for 
labor bestowed upon it. There has been 
no over-production of any commodity of 
use to man. The earth holds the ma- 
terial with which to build and furnish 
a mansion for each one of us; with 
which to build railroads, bridge every 
stream, pave every street, road and lane. 
The earth is all] right. 

“Is the fault with man? No, man has 
been given the intelligence with which 
to develop the earth and produce those 
things which ‘:e desires. He has been 
given the muscle, and the mind with 
which to harness up the powers*to work 
for him. His desire for better means of 
transportation, better roads, better 
houses, more beautiful parks and gar- 
dens, more comforts, better clothes, more 
books, has not been appeased. Man is 
not lazy, but is willing to work to pro- 
duce those things which add to his com- 
fort and happiness. Man is all right. 

“What then is there that would cause 


a stoppage in development? That should | 


cause fear, want, distress, poverty? 
Nothing but delusions. These delusions 
are legions, but in so far as they affect 
business, they can all be classified under 
one name, selfishness. Selfishness is a 


belief that we can-gain happiness for | 
ourselyés regardless of the rights of our | 


fellow man. It murders, steals, lies, 
cheats, corrupts, monopolizes, oppresses, 
under the false assumption that it can 
thereby bring happiness to self. It robs 
the widow of her mite and the child of 
its"perny. Did any man ever find hap- 
piness by serving self alone? Did any 
man ever find pleasure ia riches selfishly 
acquired by taking the fruits of the toil 
of other? Is there anything in it? Is 
there <ny good come out of it? No. 

“But why does business not move? 
Is the emplover not afraid that he will 
pay out too much in wages to the em- 
ployee? Is he not affaid that he will 
manufacture too much of his line of 
goods? Are there not millions of peo- 
ple who need that article and are will- 
ing to work to pay for it? If the manu- 
facturer would be satisfied with a 
smaller profit, would not these millions 
of people be able to buy his article. Is 
not selfishness stopping the machinery, 
and would not brotherly love start the 
machines to going as they never have 
gone before? 

Is not the employee afraid that he is 
going to do teo much work for his 
employer for the wages he receives? Is 
he not afraid that there is not enough 
work to go around, and trying to make 
rules to prevent other men from work- 
ing, or working too much? Should he 
not, rather be afraid that he is not 
doing his share of the work? There is 
work énough to be done to keep us all 
busy for a thousand years, and the only 
thing that prevents more being done is 
selfishness. Selfishness breaks the cir- 
cenit. More love will bind us together 
and keep the wheels going round, re- 
gardiess of who goes to Congress or sits 
in the presidential chair. Let's go to 
work.”

Considerably More Than 


Year’s Gross Decline 


BIG IMPROVEMENTS 


NEW YORK—On the whole it must be 
admitted that 1911 was a year of earn- 
ings retrogression for Pennsylvania. Yet 
all that was unfavorable occurred ab- 
solutely during early months and the 
closing quarter saw earnings running 
well ahead of 1910. December, for in- 
stance, with a gain of $795,141, or 41.4 
per cent in net, was the most encourag- 
ing comparison made in over a year. 

The twelvemonth produced about 
$3,000,000 less gross and $2,000,000 
smaller net than did 1910, bat in view 
of the very unfavorable start. the com- 
pany is fortunate. At the end of the 
first quarter when net fell off by over 
$3,000,000, it looked very much as though 
the year’s surplus, usually a fat one 
would be negligible for 1911. 

However, the turn in the steel indus- 
try just after mid-year came in time to 
allow a fairly good comparison. Esti- 
mating other income and charges, the 
contrast was about as follows:

Except 1908, last vear’s balance after 
dividends ia the smallest shown by Penn- 
syivania in over a dozen years, In con- 
trast with the days when it was Penn- 
sylvania’s proud boast that for every 
‘Ollar of earnings paid in dividends a 
dollar was left for the property, the ratio 
was barely 35 cents to the dollar in 1911.

In these conditions, the government, 
with the support of the enormous ma- 


jority of the Welsh members. had deter- 


mined to carry through a disestablish- 


ment bill; and though they all respected 


the tenacity with which the Wetsu 


churchmen clung to the establishment, 
they believed that the experience of Ire- 


land would be repeated, and that the 
church, freed from its bondage to the 
state. would develop inte a far more 
active religious body than it had eve 
been before.

— | For something like fifteen years the Massa- 


| chusetts law defining the practise of medicine

has contained a section in which certain 
methods of healing the sick -have been

exempted from the law's technical definition. 
Christian Science is mentioned by name in 
this exemption. The state board of registra- 
tion in’medicine, in its annual report this 
vear, recommends to the Legislature that 
this section be changed by eliminating any 
reference to Christian Science and the other systems of cure there 
enumerated. In addition to this, the board proposes a new Section 4, 
containing a definition of the practise of medicine; something which 
the law has hitherto-not included... We need: not concern gurselves 
with the motive behind this recommendation, but there can be no 
doubt about the results which would follow such a change. . Between 
the proposed definition of the practise of medicine, which 1s so 
broadly worded as to include every possible form of healing, and 
the intended elimination of the present clause exempting Christian 
Science, all healing by mental or spiritual means would be rather 
effectually restricted. It would amount to this: Under the law, the 


practise of Christian Science might be considered as being the prac- 


tise of medicine, and unless Christian Science practitioners were 
duly registered as qualified medical practitioners they might be unable 
to carry on their beneficent A#hinistrations. To most unprejudiced 
observers, the recommendation of the board of registration will 
appear to be the merest sophistry: for to attempt to prove by any 
legal feint or artifice that the practise of Christian Science is medical 
practise is to resort to a ruse which all honest men, no matter what 
their personal religious or medical views may be, will reprobate. 
Healing by prayer and medical practise are so radically different that 
no amount of verbal juggling will make them synonymous. 

If the report of the board of registration were to be adopted, 
it would prohibit the practise of Christian Science 1n this state. But 


. jt would do more than this. It would deprive every citizen of Massa- 


chusetts of his undoubted and inherent right to select whatever 
method of treating disease seemed to him to be efficacious. This 
restriction would apply to others besides Christian Scientists, so that 
no citizens would be free to resort to any healing method but that 
recognized and permitted by a law enacted not at the solicitation of 
the people, but at the instance of a class of medical practitioners who 
have sometimes been referred to as “political doctors.” There are 
thousands of reputable men and women in Massachusetts who declare 
they have been healed by Christian Science and inthe direst straits 
they would instinctively turn to that which they had already proved 
to be adequate to their every need. 11 is impossible to think of any 
law so unjust as one which would debar these men and women trom 
recourse to a system of healing which they have already found eftec- 
tive for practical good.

dward VII., using influence and not power, 
by his many journeys to the continent and 
his direct conferences with rulers there, did 
much to compose international affairs dur- 
ing his reign and to further British inter- 
ests. His successor to the throne, George \.., 
has recently returned from India with a 
‘similar record of bettered rélations, in this 
case between dependency and dominating 
nation, as the result of personal touch with officials and tributary 
peoples. .\ member of the British cabinet, of all his associates most 
conversant with Germafh political and social ideals and best fitted to 
be an intermediary between Great Britain and Germany, has just 
been in Berlin, supposedly on an important errand that for special 
reasons was not to be entrusted to ordinary diplomagy to solve. 

In 1906 Mr. Root, then secretary of state for the United States, 
decided to visit the leading republics of South America in order to 
gain first-hand information as to men and measures and at the same 
iime to make known to statesmen and political leaders the real atti- 
tude of the United States toward Latin-American nations. It was 
a tour that, from the standpoint of his countrymen, did more to 
weld the two continents together than any action or event since the 
Monroe doctrine was first asserted. From the standpoint of the 
Latin- Americans, it “opened quite a new era in the political relations 
of the two Americas,” to quote the joint opinion ambassadors and 
ministers from South and Central American republics formally 
expressed in a resolution when Mr. Root left the department of 
state. -Consequently there is an admirable precedent for the trip to 
the capitals of the Central American and northern South American 
nations that Secretary Knox is about'to make. Cuba and Mexico 
are to be included in the itinerary. 

Unless reports are misleading, there 1s need at the present time 
of a somewhat firm and authoritative exposition of precisely what 
the position of the United States is and 1s to be with reference to 
complications that exist between some of the Latin-American coun- 
tries and European creditors. That with opening of the Panama 
canal, its fortification and continued operation of the highway under 
exclusive control by Washington, a new chapter of history opens in 
lands adjacent to the Caribbean sea and in the West Indies no doubt 
is patent to the most obtuse observer. Secretary Knox, if both 
candid and tactiul during this tour, can return home with the situa- 
tion considerably clarified so far as the future policy of the United 
States is concerned. He has a much more difficult task than Mr. 
Root had, for reasons that are in part of his own making. Mr. Root 
Was not an exponent of “dollar diplomacy,” and with him finesse 
and manners went far toward making his policies attractive. Latin 
peoples cannot be dealt with like Teutons. Mr. Root knew this. Mr. 
Knox would do well to bear it in mind.

Friends of reciprocity on both sides of the line have never lost faith 
in its ultimate triumph, but even the most sanguine have hardly 
looked or hoped for a revival of the question so early as this. 

Two things, however, may serve to hasten reconsideration in 
Canada, if there is to be any reconsideration at all. One of these 
is the urgent need of other outlets than those at present available for 
the increasing volume of agricultural production in western Canacia ; 
the other is the fact that while Canada may now come in under the 
reciprocity agreement arranged by the international commussioners 
and still in full force on this side, there 1 no telling how soon a 
change of political sentiment may iead to the repeal of the statute 
by Congress and necessitate a verv long. wait betore the enactment 
of similar legislation will be possible. As matters stand, and as thev 
are likely to continue indefinitely, the Domimion government must 
take the next step, must practically take the initiative in reviving the 
reciprocity question. This is not likely to happen under the Borden 
administration, unless the Borden administration shall by action ot 
the provincial legislatures and by a radical change of sentiment 1 its 
own following be made to see a new light. 

Two things in connection with this matter reflect credit upon 
the United States and must be conducive to the strengthening of 
iriendly relations between the two governments. One is the good- 
natured manner in which the anti-reciprocity decision was received 
by the Taft administration; the other ts the granting by the inter- 
state commerce conunission of the application tor the carriage of 
Canadian wheat and oats designed tor export at the same rates to 
Minneapolis and Duluth as to Ft. Wilham and Port Arthur, and 
extending the same privilege on grain for consumption in the United 
States upon the expiration of lawful notice. The administration, 
disappointed as it was in the action of Canada on the reciprocity 
proposal, might have urged a speedy repeal of the law on this side, 
but it took a wiser course and bowed to Canadas decision grace- 
fully; it might also have interposed objections to the concessions 
asked of the intersiate commerce @ommiussion, but it took the wiser 
course of granting them promptly. \Vhatever the outcome, the two 
nations are now on a better plane of understanding.

UNDER restrictions that to less dauntless pro- 
moters might seem prohibitive a college 1s 
to be opened in St. Petersburg, backed with 
tunds raised mainly in the United States, but 
also to some extent in Great Britain. The 
college is designed to serve as traimimeg school 
for the spiritual leaders and teachers ot the 
non-contormusts of the empire, but primarily 
for Russian Baptists. The proposition came 
. betore the Czar and his advisers at a tine 
when anti-American feeling was acute owing to congressional con- 
demnation of the treaty which Kussia interprets In a way irritating 
to Jews now citizens of the United States, but tormerly subjects of 
the empire. Ambassador Ginld and Dr. MacArthur, spokesman for 
the American petitioners, had no easy task in gaining the concession ; 
but now that it is won the experiment of founding and conducting 
the college will be one that a large number ot British and American 
Protestants will watch with keen interest. Such an entering wedge 
for a type of religion so remoie trom that of the state church never 
would have been granted in the days when Pobiedonvstelf ruled the 
holy synod and was the influential molder of policies of state. In 
theory, of course, liberty of religious beliet and practise is guaranteed 
now as it was notin his day; and there must be internal factors at 
work shaping a more moderate policy, else this concession would 
not have been made. In the past Russia has not been tavorably dis- 
posed to American educators as she has met them at work in luro- 
pean and Asiatic Turkey. Their pupils have a way of allying them- 
selves with democratic movements that make for national rights, as 
in the case of Bulgarian independence, or that force constitutional 
reforms, as in Turkey and Persia. - American diplomats at Con 
stantinople have had to meet steady opposition from Russia in their 
ciforts to gain and hold rights for American missions and’ schools.

It should be said before 
yong any tarther that the kind of education upon which the director 
seems to dwell with greatest pride and hope is not theoretical or orna- 
mental, but practical and usetul. ‘The two officials, theretore, are 
not at odds on tundamentals. Professor Piper sees no hope tor the 
rapid improvement of Philippine agriculture unless the United States 
shall adopt a policy that will make the Filipmos prosperous, no doubt 
neaning that the home government should make some radical change 
in its fiscal system. .\t present the tendency on this side of the world 
is too much toward altruism, he thinks. “Unless we are willing to 
announce,” he says, “that the Philippines are to remain American 
territory and permit them ta) be developed hy American methods. 
material progress in the islands will continue to be very slow.” 

Jut, according to the director of education, material progress 
as a result of the present system, of teaching, 1s not very slow. The 
enrolment of school children is increasing annually and over 9000 
Filipino teachers are now regularly employed. The postal savings 
banks of the ‘islands are patronized by 13,728 pupils and teachers. 
The expenditures of the Philippine government on education last 
year amounted to $3,525,885.27. These things all indicate progress. 
It is equally gratifying to learn that the native children are being 
taught along the lines that are followed generally in the United 
States and that much attention is given to athletics. Interesting, too, 
is the statement made with reference to Arbon day observance and 
the information that during the vear covered by the report the 
children of the public schools planted 600,000 trees. It might be 
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said that all of this could be true without affecting the force of Pro- 
fessor Piper's statement. But there are some other facts in connec- 
tion with public education in the Philippines that remain to be set 
forth. These have to do with mdustrial instruction. To repeat a 
tew of them: Schoolboys in a hundred towns on the islands are 
wearing hats made by themselves; the hats exported increased from 
621,475 in 1910 to 1,025,596 in 1911; many girls weave the cloth 
and make the clothing which they wear in school; more than half 
of the desks and tables in the primary schools were made by the 
pupils; the primary schools of one province were able to deliver 
1000 salable baskets on a month's notice. 

It will appear from this that if the Filipino youth only continue 
to acquire industrial training in-connection with general schooling at 
the present rate, it will be a difficult matter to prevent the islands 
irom becoming prosperous even with the American methods of rapid 
development excluded. Perhaps it is just gs well that the Philippines 
are progressing through the education rather than through the 
exploitation of Filipino labor. This method may not “boom” the 
islands, but it is bound to give them a wholesomer and a more per- 
manent torm of prosperity in the long run. Even agriculture can 
afford to wait for skilful native tillers of the soil who will also be 
cwners of their farms.
